Do you know that coffee stains, even 
when there ix creum in the coffee, can 


or woolen fabrics by brushibg the spots 
with pure glycerin? Rinse in luke 
warm water and press on the wrong 
side until quite dry. The glycerin ab- 
sorbs both the coloring matter and the 
grease. 

Do vou know if a cloth is wetted in 
vinegar and wrung out as dry as pos- 
sible with the hands and wrapped 
around cheese and then the whole put 
in a large paper bag and kept in a 
cool place the cheese will retain the 
moisture and freshness of a newly cut 
cheese and will not mold. , 

Do you know that in peeling apples. 
the brown satin that generally appears 
on peeled slices can be avoided by set- 
ting each slice as it is peeled in a basin 
of cold water? Thus no contact with 
the air is possible, and the stain is 
avoidable. 

The water draws out the acids, and 
there is a sacrifiee of flavor to color if 
this plan is used and the apples are 
soaked too long. Any discolored slices 
will turn white again if rubbed with 
a piece of lemon. 

Do you know that sometimes the 
most careful washing will not remove 
the flavor and odor of food from the 
utensil in which it was cooked? 

This is frequently the case with fish, 
onion, cabbage, ete., but there is a 
remedy which may be a little trouble 
and yet is well worth trying. After 
any of these articles have been cooked 
wash the utensil well with soap and 
water. Then nearly fill it with cold 
water and for each quart of water add 
one tablespoonful of dissolved washing 
soda. 

Place on the fire and let the water 
get boiling hot. Now pour. the water 
into the sink. Rinse the utensil with 
clean water, and on wiping it dry it 
will be found perfectly sweet.

monuments, tablets, gtatues and 
buildings erected to honor one whose 
life is considered worthy of such dis 
tinction. 

Three monuments and one building 
have been erected in Canada to keep 
alive the memory of dead women and 
hold in perpetuity the remembrance 
of historic events. 

In the Place d’Armes at Montreal 
stands a monument to Maisonneuve, 
the founder of the city. Among the 
subsidiary figures on the corners of 
base of this monument is one which 
seldom fails to attract the attention of 
the passer-by. It represents qa woman 
tenderly. stooping to bind up the 
wounds of a captive boy. This wo- 
man was one of the pioneers to Cana- 
dian soil, and hers was a life of self- 
sacirfice to the fugitive Indiangz whom ; 
that little company, led by Taieon- 
neuve, had come to Christianize. 
There are few lovers of Canadian his- 
tory who do’ not honor and love the 
name of Jeanne Mance. 

In February, 1906, a fire occurred 
in a suburban school of Montreal, 
which occasioned a terrible loss of 
life. All Canada was thrilled by the 
heroism of one of the teachers in 
that building, a Scotch girl. She had 
charge of the primary department on 


ee, 


‘an upper floor and succeeded in con- 


ducting forty of the small pupils to 
safety. She went back to the sixteen 
remainins ones in the face of certain 
death, and when the flames were sub- 
dued she was found dead with her 
little charges about her. Much en- 
thusiasm was aroused by her act of 
heroism and self-sacrifice, and a chil- 
dren’s hospital of that city was erect- 
ed and dedicated to her memory. 

Further down on the banks of the 
St. Lawrence is a simple stone tell- 
ing of the dauntless courage of a four- 
teen-year-old girl, who is ranked 
among the bravest of our early pio- 
neer heroines. The story~of Made- 
leine de Vercheres is familiar to every 
student of Canadian history. Her 
brave command and defence of a lone- 
ly fort manned by two soldiers and 
hes own younger brothers against a 
band of blood-thirsty Indians, 
her fearless rescue of the settler’s 
family from a éanoe in the very face 
of imminent death, have been re 
counted over and over by the even- 
ing firesides. A true follower of Joan 
of Arc, this little French. maiden of 
barely fourteen years was able to keep 
Ls ¢ the courage of her little compsny 
which included two cowardly soldiers 
who would have blown the fort up 
rather than make a defence if she had 
not deterred their-hands and spurred 
them on to action. Her act of hero- 
ism merits more recognition in the 
We, of public memorial than it has 
yet received. 

One of the most prominent histori- 
cal figures among Canadian women is 
unquestionably .Laura Secord, who 
has twice been honored by public me- 
morials, one, a brone bust at Lun- 
dy’s Lane, where she is buried, and 
the other a bronze tablet on a marble 
monument at Queenston Heights, 
near Brock’s monument, but recently 
completed. 

All who knew. Laura Secord in her 
time testified to her noble character, 


and there were none who did not re- | 
joice to see her honored before her na- | 


tion as, perhaps, its bray ‘t woman. 
She was of fair face and kind brown 
eyes, and a sweet, loving smile hover- 
ed about her mouth. The bust at 
Lundy’s Lane more justly represents 
these characteristics of her features, 
while the recently completed tablet at 
Queenston Heights represents her in 
old life wearing her quaint white cap 
framing a face lined with care. 
There are plans in a more or less 
completed state to honor other Cana- 


dian women in the near future, and | 


there has been some very recent talk 
of a memorial to the mourning queen 
mother, Alexandra. Only a few days 
since a huge deputation were sent to 
ask the Government for funds to erect 
@ monument to the men who fell in 
the war of 1812, and in summing up 
their appeal they asked that it be not 
only to commemorate the men who 
fought and fell in that war, but also 
to the women who aided them so val- 
iantly, many of whom loaded their 
husband’s muskets and helped in 
every way in their power to carry the 
war on to viesery: “They,” said the 
speaker, “merit honer cuite as much 
as the men.”

It so happened that one day on 
soft ice Stonewall took a runninz shot, 
which. “‘wabbled,” and hitting the shot 
on the edge, a piece was chipped out 
of his stone. course, no one was 
to blame but Stonewall himself. So. 
as nobody was buying him a new 
pair; he ‘had the stone with the piec? 
out of the side cut down to about half- 
size—the stone at that time were fiat, 
regular pancakes, and wide. After 
that, whenever ‘Stonewall had a nar- 
row port to run he would use his 


sma -stone, -whick—was- ©- great 
van ,-as it would go through a 
hole half the size the regular stone 


would require, and saved many games 
for him, ’tis said. 

There is a decided difference be- 
tween the stones used then and those 
in vogue now. They were flat, less 
than three inches high, and wide, 
about eighteen inches across. They 
sat very low on the ice and caught 
ali the dirt in sight; consequently 
luck was a greater factor in their 
game. In fact, the game in those days 
was not the scientific game that is 
played today. It was more of a 
roarin’ game—but so were the times. 
Now, it is a science, and must be 
practiced and played for years b fore 
a man can hope to play really well. 

The old-timers never played any- 
thing but the inturn, and the stones 
drew very little anyhow. They some- 
times tried the straight handle, but 
the stone usvally ended up with one

One change significant of the times, 

to which to a more or less extent is 
due the change in the tone of theé 
sport, is the absence of whisky.

As a wit and story-teller, Lady Reay 
is no less successful than her hus- 
band. One of her recollections is of 
a dinner party at which she had for 
her ee 80 Gladstone, in happiest 
mood. He told her of his Eton ex- 
periences and tales of terrible little 
Dr. Keat. The latter always had the 
names of those doomed to be flogged 
written down on a narrow slip of 
paper. : 

One day, picking up s~-h a list, he 
called up for flogging the boys whose 
names were inscribed upon it. Upon 
such occasions the delinquents were 
not permitted to offer explanations, so 
boy after boy was castigated, and re- 
turned sore and savage to his seat. 
Not until the operation was complete 
did he learn that, instead of flogging 
list, he. had picked up the slip on 
which were the names of the boys» 
about to be confirmed. 

Lord Reay was born on Dec, 22, 
1.-9, and was the first president of 
the British Academy in 1902.
